The Words that I have now read contain the 


Directions of God himſelf, concerning the Inaugu- 


ration of the Kings of Iſrael ; and the followin 
Verſes of this Chapter concern the Duty of a King 
ſo Inaugurated. 

*Tis alſo foreign to my Purpoſe to prove that 
Monarchy was the original Government, and that 


chal from the time that that People became a Na- 


tion, for Moſes was King in Teſhurum when the Heads 


of the People and the Tribes of Iſrael were gathered toge- 


ther: And God himlelf, tho' he be truly King and 


Lord of the whole Earth, was pleaſed to ſtile him- 
ſelf in a peculiar manner the King of that Nation, 


tled Monarchy in the Perſons of Saul and David. 


'Tis plain, from the Words of my Text, that 


God deſigned to govern the Jews by Kings, his 
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the Government of the Jewiſh Nation was Monar- 


tho' he delegated that Power to Judges, Prophets, 
and ſometimes to Kings, before he appointed a ſet- 


Vicegerents ; or elſe he would not have been fo 


particular in deſcribing the Duty of Kings and 


Subjects, and the manner of inaugurating thoſe 
who were to wear the Crown. I ſhall therefore 


conſider my Text as containing Three Parts, 
%, God's Choice in appointing a King. 


2%, A King is to be of the ſame Nation he 1s 


to govern. 


3%, God's Prohibition t to admit A stranger to be 
King. 


And firſt, by this Law God reſerves to himſelf 


the Power of appointing a King, This 1s his pe- 


culiar Prerogarive, as Lord of the Univerſe, for as 


Creator he has Power over his own Creatures, and 
may appoint them what Laws and Governors he 


thinks fit, % the Peoplt murmur, or be never ſo unru- 


ly, 


ry 
, and 'tis plain from the Hiſtory of God's Word, 
that when he appoints a King, he decrees an He- 
reditary Succeſſion to that King; thus the King- 
dom ſhould have been eſtabliſhed in Saul and his 
Family, if, for his Offences againſt 
God, he had not been afterwards re- 
jected ; and when God ſettled the Kingdom in the 
Family of David, he appointed the Government 
to him and his Children after him (if 
they ſhould walk in the ways of the 
Lord) for perpetual Generations, which Succeſ- 
ſion the People were obliged to ſubmit unto, un- 
Teſs God, for wiſe Reaſons beſt known to himſelf, 
ſhould change the ſame as he did in the Caſe of 
Solomon, who was the younger Son of David. 
But ſecondly God appointed that the King of a 
Nation ſhould be taken from among the ſame Peo- 
ple he was to govern, this is moſt agreeable to 
Equity and the Rules of Government, for the Of- 
fice and Duty of a King is to be a Father or Huf- 
band of his People, and every Man is moſt natu- 
rally inclined to love and cheriſh thole of his own 
Country, for the love of ones own Country is fo 
naturally imprinted in the Mind of every Man, 
that we obſerve, thoſe who are born even in Sa- 
vage and Barbarous Countries cannot be affected 
with the change of a better Climate, but are ſtill 
inclined to viſit their native Soil, and neither Li- 
berties, Honours, or Eſtates are ſufficient Allure-

ments to make a Man forget his own People; as 


therefore a Man has a natural tie and affection to- 
wards his own Country, ſo he is molt likely, by all 
means, to promote the Intereſt and Advantage of 
his own fellow Citizens: A Man that is King over 
his own People, is moſt likely to underſtand their 
Laws and Polity, moſt likely to conſult their Eaſe 
and Plenty, molt likely to commiſerate their Ne- 
ceſſities, and underſtand their Grievances, he has 
one and the ſame Intereſt, and tho he be promo- 
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bed above his Subjects in Degree, yet is leaſt likely 
to be elevated by his Station, becauſe he conſiders 
| himlelt as their Brother, and the mutual love and 


mi berween Prince and People will be recipro- 
cal; for the People will conſider ſuch a Prince as 
Be 95 that has no Intereſt to promote in a foreign 


Dominion, no Favourites to advance but his own 
Brethren and Country-men, no deſign to introduce 


foreign Cuitoms and Languages, and thereby en- 


ſlave them to a foreign Yoke ; which leads me to 


the third thing I propoſed, viz. God's Prohibition 
to admit a Stranger to be King. 


There is nothing God has more frequently forbid 


in Holy Scripture than a Communication with 
ſtrange Nations, and himſelf is pleaſed to give the 


Reaſon of it, leaſt they ſhould be tempred to Idola- 


try, and renounce the Worſhip of the true God. 
They were forbid even to Marry a ſtrange Wo- 


man, lealt their Aﬀections, to a ſoft, and endear- 


ing Sex ſhould eſtrange them from the Service of 
their God ; when Eſau had contracted an Affinity 


with the Daughters of Heth, twas a Grief of Mind 


ro Rebecca; When S mon married the King of Egypt's 
Daughcer, he was ſollicited to reſtore the Worſhip 
of Egyptian Idols, and to tolerate the Adoration of 
Devils and Planets, and how much greater Progreſs 
(think ye) would the Heathen Religion have made, 
if the King of Egypt had reigned in Feruſalem, but 
beſides the Miſchief of introducing a Heathen Reli- 
gion, how great, think you, would have been the 
Breach upon their Civil Rights, for a foreign Prince 


knows no limits of Rule, he is ſond of his own. 
Country, Laws and Pol: ry, and is jealous that eve- 


Jy attempt to controul his Will is a Breach of that 
Power, that he thinks he has acquired with his Do- 
minion; if he be abſolute and deſpotick in his own 
Country, he believes his Power leſſened upon eve- 
Ty Demand of Right ; it he comes from a Govern- 
ment limited by ie LW 5, he looks upon them 
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as ſo many Chains fit to be caſt off in his new Cons 
queſt, he muſt be attended by Natives of the Place 
from whence he came, and to be ſure his Country- 
Men muſt be his chief Favourites, and poſſeſs the 
_ greateſt Poſts of Honour and Profit, the Language 
of his new acquired Kingdom muſt be uncouth and 
unpleaſant, and Converſation uneaſy to him in any 
Speech but his own; and if the Love of his own 
Country calls him Home, then is his new Kingdom 
but a Province, to be ruled by ſome greedy Vice- 
roy, who haſts to make himſelf Rich by Oppreſſion 
and Violence, that he may return Home laden with 
thick Clay, and enjoy the delicious Morſel in his 
own Land, this is the lamentable hap of thoſe 
Kingdoms which are ſubject to the Grand Seignior, 
and is the hard Lot of thoſe States that are ſubject to 
the King of Spain, which made one of them (Por- 
tug!) revolt from their Allegiance and ſubmit to a 
Duke of their own Country, to be ruled by him as 
their lawful King. I might Inſtance in many more 
to this purpoſe, but then I ſhould forget the occaſion 
of our preſent meeting. = 
Bur perhaps ſome will ſay that a foreign Prince 
may ſometimes preſerve a State from Ruin and Op- 

preſſion, proceeding from a Native Tyrant. 
TI muſt confeſs it is a very calamitous thing for 
a Prince fo far to forget himſelf as to deviate, in 
his Adminiſtration, from the Laws of God and the 
political Rule of his own Country; but I ſuppoſe. 
It is much berter for a ſinful People co ſubmit to the 
milſ-rule of their own Prince (tho' a wicked one) 
than to call in a foreign Aſſiſtance, God, in his due 
time, after ſufficient Puniſhment and Amendment 
of a People, will remove a Tyrant; but the calling 
in of a foreign Aſſiſtance, is worſe than fleeing three 
Months before an Enemy (which David thought 
the greateſt of three Plagues) for Hiſtories are full 
of Inſtances of Deſtruction that have attended ſũch 
Kingdoms and States, who have invited Foreigners 
EG A. 4 7 within 
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within their Bowels, our own Nation can give but 


too ſure and ſad Inſtances of foreign Aid; thoſe 
that have read our Engliſh Hiſtory will. find what 
Friends they entertain'd, when the Saxons, a People 


of Germany, were invited hither, how miſerably 
they ſlaughtered the Natives of this Iſland, and 
drove the reſt of the Inhabitants to poſſeſs the 
Mountains of Wales, with many other Inftances of 
the like nature. Our Anceſtors were wiler in the 
Reign of King Jobn, for he having gained the 
Hatred of his People, ſo that they rebelled againſt 
him, they invited Lea the Dauphin of France to 


be their Sovereign, who came over to uſurp the 


Throne, but the People conſidering the Calamities 


of a foreign Government, bethought themſelves of 


the Allegiance they had ſworn to King Jobn, 
and defired the Dauphin peaceably to depart the 

Kingdom, and leave them and their lawful King 
to their Setter Agreement, So the Nation, with 
much eaſe, got quit of their foreign King and his 
foreign Troops. 955 


The Time would fail me to enumerate all the 
Stories and Miſchiefs of a foreign Reign, therefore 


F will return to the occaſion of our preſent Solem- 
nity. But before I excite your Joy, let me in a 
few words recount the Miſeries that theſe Nations 
rape under before the happy arrival of our Mo- 
march. | 


This Nation had been bleſſed with the mild and 
peaceful Reign of that Excellent Prince and Chri- 
ſtian, King Charles I. but a factious Party in Par- 
liament having found means to forge and counter- 


feit Grievances, proceeded (after dreadful War and 


Bloodſhed in which they had involved the King- 


doms) to Murther him before his own Palace. 


They then ſeized the Sovereignty, and tho' with 


hypocritical Pretences and Countenances they had 
profe ffed, and ſworn much Duty and Allegiance to 


ihe King and bis Heirs after him, yet now they threw

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away the Mask, ſet a Piece upon the Head of his 
Son, crying out, like the Rebels in the Goſbel, 
Come, this is the y - V4 let us kill him, and the. 1 2 
tance ſhall be ours: This did not ſuffice their Cruelty, 
for they ſequeſtred the beſt part of their Country- 

Men from their Eſtates, and imbrued their Hands 
in the Blood of the chief Nobility and Gentry of the 
Kingdom, making the Nation, in a literal Senſe, 
an Aceldama or Field of Blood. 

Theſe Rebels overturned the Worſhip of God's 
Church, depriving the Biſhops and Clergy of their 
| Livings, introducing a frantick and ridiculous Wor- 
ſhip of Presbyterians, Independants, & c. and then ſet- 
15 led the Adminiſtration of the Government 1 in the 
Loweſt Dregs of the People. 
Alter ſuch a violent Uſurpation, what could again 
eſtabliſh us in the Paths of Juſtice and Righteouſ- 

neſs, but the Finger and Providence of God, who 
 over-rules the Nations, and ſtops the madneſs. of the 
People, and who only can ſay to the unruly Sea bi- 
 therto ſhalt thou go and no further. 5 
I have now laid before you the Sorrows that affli- 
Red theſe Kingdoms before the happy Deliverance 
of this Day; and now I doubt not, you believe you 
have ſufficient cauſe to rejoyce, and return your 
moft humble and devout thanks to Almighty God 
for a Mercy fo fignal, and a Deliverance (which 
by the ſame Providence that began it) may be con- 
tinued to all ſucceeding Generations. | 
And your Thankſgiving ought to be enlarged, 
for that the Monarch who was then reſtored was 
ſuch a one as is deſcribed in the Words of my Text, 
I. He was choſen by Almighty God. |

need not tell you that he was deſcended of an an- 

tient Race of Kings, who governed in this Iſland

Was 8 by indefeaſible Inheritance, for! bow no Pow- 
er on Earth can deveſt that Right which God gives, 
I mean the Right of Succeſſion, which to this Day 


is the Law of moſt Nations; thoſe who have devia- 
ted from that Right do ſufficiently feel the direful 


Effects of their unſtable Conſtitution, as it frequent- 


! happens in elective Kingdoms; but God be prai- 


ed, that by the known Laws of our Land (moſt 


agreeable to the Laws of God) our Monarchy is 
Hereditary, a Law (like that of the Medes and Per- 


#5) unalterable, and I may fafely affirm that 
whoever Reigns in England holds the Crown to him 


_ and his Heirs, ſo that whenever God bleſſes the 


King of this Land with a Son, the Crown becomes 


bis Right upon the Demiſe of his Father, thus the 
Providence of God concurring with the Laws of the 
Land, ſuch a King may truly be ſaid to be choſen 


and appointed by God himſelf. 


' Secondly, He was our Brother, of our own Na- 
tion, and no Stranger. He had not only a rightful 

and hereditary Succefſion to the Crown by a long 
deſcent, but he was, as I may ſay, bene of our bone 


and feſp of our fleſh, being born within his own Do-

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had he been a Foreigner who had been expelled 
his Conqueſt, he would have redoubled his ſecond 
Triumph with Fire and Deſtruction, and have ſet 
an Army of foreign Lords and foreign Troops to 
have kept a rebellious Generation in Subje&ion, 


which we read was the hard Fortune of the I raelites, 


for when they rebelled againſt Nebuchadnezzar, he 
brought an Army who flew their young men with the 
ſword, in the nouſe of their ſanctuary, 8 

and had no compaſſion upon young man or Hon. 36. 17. 


maiden, old man, or him that ſtooped for age. The Jews 
expected ſome Comfort under the Government of 


Gedaliab, (who was their Country-man) but when 


he was aſſaſſinated their Miſery was compleated, 


but none of theſe Misfortunes attended the Return 


of our King, for he came to his own, and his own re- 


ceiv'd him, they were 2 mutual Joy and Comfort to 
each other, for with him we were reſtored to our 
antient Laws, Liberties and Properties, our Confti- 
tution reviv'd, our Monarchy eſtabliſhed, our No- 


bles reſtored to their Places of Judicature, from 


which they had been voted uſeleſs by Tinkers and 
Pedlars; ſo that before that time you might have 
ſeen Solomon's Lamentation verified, Serwants riding 


and Princes walking on foot ; but the Mercy of this 


Reſtoration was ſignally great, in that it reſtored to 
us the Exerciſe of our true Religion, our Shepherds 


were reſtored to their Flock, our golden Candleſticks, 


the Biſhops, were again placed in the Houſe of God, 
ſo that it may be truly ſaid that rhe Lord turned our 
Captivity as the Rivers in the South, ſo that our Mouth 


was filled with Laughter, and our Tongue with Foy, 


This deliverance of our Church was wonderfully 
brought about, notwithſtanding the factious Zeal 
of the Conventicle Preachers, who filled the Mul- 
titude with continual Noiſe and Reproach, crying 
down with it, down with it, even to the .

Blood and Revenge, after he had pilled and waſted 
their Subſtance, and had nothing more to take from 
a miſerable and wretched People but their Lives, 


and ſo might be glad to get rid of a Troop, whoſe 
Poverty would be a Burthen to his Country, but 


our Lords and Uſurpers, having ſaginated themſelves' 


with the Blood of their Country, had. ſeated them-
